Contrary to the Applicant's arguments, the 37 C.F.R. 1 .131 Declaration filed on 1 1/29/04 is insufficient to antedate the US/ 6,417,884 
to Chang et al. patent. The Declaration is lacking both the dates of the exhibit and actual dates of the acts relied upon to establish 
diligence as claimed. The Examiner agrees that dates of the exhibit may be removed or blocked off, however there is no statement by 
applicant that such has occurred. The exhibit provides no dates and the declaration fails to state that the dates have been removed. 
Further, regarding the diligence, mere allegation of diligence is not enough. Evidence of facts must be shown. Facts, not conclusions must 
be alleged.
